operative unions with the foint stock

To-day the Money by-laws of the 
City of Strathcona are being voted 
upon and it is expected that the vot- 
ing will be in favor of them. 

Up till two o’clock the number of 
voters was small, but the opinion 
of those who have been watching 
the polls is that there will be a big 
vote in favor of all the by-laws. 

The total amount to be voted is 
$119,061.51, and ten separate laws are 
being put before the people. There 
has been no opposition to any ex- 
tent manifested against any of the 
measures, the most important of 
which is $38,000 for the Mill Creek 
Bridge, which will give casy access 
to the city from the cast, and which 
is badly needed. 

The large meter to be installed in 
the water main at ithe Strathcona 
power house has arrived from «he 
manufacturers. This meter will en- 
ale the heads of the water and elec- 
tric light departments to ascertain the 
exact cost of their output. ‘At pres- 
ent it is impossible to gain exact 
knowledge as to how much water is 
pumped at the city station or how 
much is used iby the water works and 
how much by the electric light de- 
partment. ‘She new meter will sepa- 
rate the water power of ‘the two de- 
partments,
